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Rome, March 17. 

HE Pope is not yet perfectly recover'd 
of the Swelling in his Legs, and takes 
fome Medicine or other daily. Mean 
time he gives conftant Application to Bu- 
finefs, and is particularly follicitous how 

to remove the War out of Italy,and reeftablifh Peace 
between the Potentates of his Religion who are at 
Variance. He has held feveral Congregations on 
that Subject; And on Monday laft one to confult 
of Means to hinder the Parties both of the Impe- 
rialifts and French, from making any more Excur- 


fions into the Bolognefe. It was propos’d for this. 


Purpofe to order a Line to be drawn on the Fron- 
tiers of the Ecclefiaftical State, bordering on the 
Mirandolan and the Modenefe ; Since which a Let- 
ter has been fent to Count Paoluci who commands 
on that Side, to know whether fuch a Project be 
feafible, and what would be the Charge of it. The 
Pope has fent Signior d’Afte his Commiffary of War, 
pa Collonel Cafuti his chief Ingenier, to view the 
Fortifications of Civita Vecchia and put them into a 
good State of Defence. 
and the Duke d’Uzeda have defir’d leave of His Ho- 
lynefs for buying 6000 Sacks of Corn in the Eccle- 
fiafticalState, for the Ufe of the Armies of the Kings 
of France and Spain; but he has excus’d himfelf 
from granting it, becaufe ’tis like to be a bad Har- 
veft in Italy. Monfieur de Lionne titular Bifhop of 
China, is arriv’d here, to give an Account to the 
Pope and the Tribunal of the Inquifition, of the 
State of Affairs in that Country relating to the Wor- 
thip and Doétrine of the Jefuits. The Vines and 
Fruit-Trees in the Neighbourhood of this City, are 
fpoil’d by the exceffive Cold, and deep Snows that 
- have fallen in thefe Parts. 

They write from Leghorne of the 17th of March, 
that a Perfon is arriv’d there to refide in Quality of 
the Emperor’s Conful. The Great Duke has given 
Order for putting Leghorn into a fit State of De- 
fence: being refolv’d to obferve the Neutrality. The 
extreme Cold mention’d in the Letters from Rome, 
has been felt at Leghorn ; and a great deal of Snow 
has fallen on the Hills near that City. 

From Venice of the 23d of March, tis advis’d, that 
Signior Lorenzo Tiepolo is fet forward on his Em- 
baffy to the Court of France ; and that Signior Del- 
fino will fhortly go Ambaffador to the Emperor. The 
Republick has order’d the Fortifications of the Lido 
to be carried on with all Diligence, as alfo thofe of 
the Towns in thé Terra Firma ; whither a certain 
Number of Bombardiers and Gunners are to be fent. 
The laft Convoy that fail’d from Venice for the Le- 
vant, was difpers’d by a Storm among the Iflands of 
Dalmatia. The Ship in which was the Chevalier 
Juftiniani Ambaffador from the Republick to the 
Port, with 4 others was driven into Ancona, where 
the Ambaffador landed, and accompanied by feveral 
Perfons of Quality , went to the Houfe of our Lady 
at Loretto, to thank the Virgin for his Deliverance, 
whence he return’d to Ancona and purfued his

Voyage. There is no Advice of what is become of 
the reft of that Fleet. 

Madrid, March 17. A Courier is arriv’d from 
the Confulate of Seville, with Difpatches from Don 
Diego de Mirandola, their Agent at this Court; 
who on the Receipt of them waited on His Majefty, 
to acquaint him that the faid Confulate had relolv’d 
to give His Majefty the Difpofition of the Income of 
feveral Millions for 5 Years, in the like Manner as 
the fame was enjoy’d by the late King of Spain 
during the laft War. The New Levies are carried 
on with fo much Succefs throughout the Kingdom, 
that it is believ’d we fhall foon have an Army of 30 
or 40000 Men. The Province of Alva has offer'd to 
raife 500 Men for the King’s Service, following the 
Example of feveral other Provinces. The King has 
conferr’d on Captain Puent, who will raife and 


maintain 500 Men at his own Charge for one Year, 


feveral Titles of Honour, and the Poft of a Major 
General. The new Fortifications of Cadiz are car- 
ry’d on vigoroufly. The Duke of Turfis has receiv’d 

ders to get his Squadron of Galleys ready to 
put to Sea, to joyn thofe of France. The King has 
moderated the laft Edict of the Council of Italy re- 
lating to the vending of Corn in the Mediterranean, 
his Majefty allowing the Genouefe as well as the 
French to Traffick with his Subjects in the Medi- 
terranean for Corn, with which the Genouefe feem 
to be very well pleas’d. He likewife allow’d of the 
bringing in of Fith, &c. during Lent, from Portugal, 
becaufe Madrid and other Cities of Spain were in 


great Want of fuch a a. The Revenues-of — 


the Grand Priory of Caftille which were enjoyn’d 
by Prince Charles of Lorrain, Brother to the Duke 
of that Name, are confifcated ; becaufe that Prince 
has furnifh’d the Emperor with a Sum of Money. 
The Dutchefs of Bracciano Princefs of Urfini, is 
getting ready to leave Madrid and return to Rome, 
— to the Orders fent her by the King of 

rance. Two Dutch Veffels that was driven by Strefs 
of Weather into Vigo were feiz’d there. 

Cologne, March 30. All the Troops of the Allies 
that are in this Electorate and the adjacent Country, 
have receiv’d new Orders to hold themfelves ready 
to march on the 2d of April ro the Rendeavous at 
Mulheim. The Bailywicks of the Dutchies of Ber- 
gues and Juliers have already begun to deliver For- 
rage at Mulheim for the Subfiftance of the Cavalry. 
From Holland and the Country of Cleves Boats are 
atriv’d here with a vaft Quantity of Oats, and much 
more is expected, as alfo Corn, The Allies in- 
tending to keep the Magazines for their Armies in 
this City. Here lye ready to be employ’d in the 
Siege of Bon, 200 little Mortars for throwing Gre- 
nadoes, as alfo 60000 Bombs, Boulets and Grena- 
does, 1500 Quintals of Powder, &c. And we are 
affur’d that to reduce that Place the fooner, there 
will be Batteries rais’d againft it of 100 Pieces of 
heavy Canon, and 50 Mortars for Bombs, befides 
thofe for Grenadoes. We have Advice that ro or 
12000 Pruffians are in full March towards Mul- 
heim. 
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Kinfale, March 28. On the 26th the Dover and 
Monck Men of War fail’d hence with feveral Ships 
under their Convoy bound for England, &c. Among 
which is tie Ourfell Frigot from New England laden 
with Turpentine and Logwood, which fome time 
ago was taken by the French, and retaken by a 
Dutch Privateer ; buc were ail forc’d to put back 
again by contrary Winds. And yefterday arriv’d 
here Her Majefty’s Ship the Arundel from Dublin, 
wich fome {mall Merchant Ships from Cork, laden 
with Butter and Raw Hides, bound for Hoiland. 

Falmouth, April1. On the 30th paft fail’d hence 
3 Dutch Privateers a Cruifing to the Weitward ; and 
yetterday arrivd here the Mansbridge Packet-Boat 
who fail’d fome days ago with two Mails for Lisbon, 
having been by a miftake chaced back hither by a 
Dutch Privateer. And this day a Dutch Caper 
came in from Cruifing without Purchafe. 

Cowes, April3. Yetterday the Diligence of London 
brought in here the St. Paul of Cherbourg of €0 
Tuns, who had on board 10 Cribs. of Window- 
Gials, the was taken near la Hogue, the Meu de- 
ferced her and made their efcape in one of the 
Boats. 

Harwich, April 3. Laft night about 200 Sail of 
laden Colliers pafled by here for the River 5 and 
this day fail’d hence above 3o light Ships to the 
Northward.
